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EFFECT OF WAR] 


ON THE WHEAT 
INDUSTRY 


OTTAWA, Dec.. 13 (CP)—The ef- 
fect of the war on the wheat industry 
has been studied by government ex- 
perts and it has been decided to allow 
ypen trading to continue on the Win- 
nipeg grain exchange, it was learned 
Here last night. This will result in 
Britain continuing to make wartime 
wheat purchases in the open market 
at Winnipeg. 

‘When the war broke out the Can- 
adian government adopted the policy 
of allowing the usual buying and sell- 
ng of wheat in Winnipeg to go on for 
hree months while the new eituation 
sreated by the conflict was reviewed. 

Meanwhile Britain and France,put 
he entire wheat buying for the Allies 
under a wheat controller in the Unit- 
ed Kingdom. 

The sityation with one gévernment 
agency as the principal buyer in the 
open market led to some misgivings 
and w) Hon.,T. A. Crerar, ‘in- 
ion, minister of mines and resources, 
went'to London’ for the empire war 
parley, this was one of the problems 
he was to advise on. He told the 
Brittsh governfnent his government's 
view about how best to handle .the 
bumper Canadian crop and was as- 
sisted by e MclIvor, chairman of 
che adian, t Board, and A. M. 
Shaw, head of the marketing division 
of the federal agricultural depart- 
ment. It is understood consideration 
was given to the possibility of a deal 
between the wheat c and the 
wheat board for a fixed p and es- 
tablishment of two government mon- 
opolies 40 handle the crop. 

Howevér, in the meantimt, buyers 
from neutral countries have 
coming into the Canadian market. 
With the likelihood of a short winter 
wheat crop in the United States neu- 
tral demand is expected to increase. 

Betause Of these factors, officials 
here decided that the fairest way was 
to leave the market open because 
there’ likely would be sufficient in- 
pendent demand to make a good 
market.
